A TRAIN COLLISION 
AT GRANITE CITY 


C. & A. Passenger in Fog 
Hits Rear of Freight of 
Same Line; Caboose Takes 
Fire; Man’s Body Partly 
Burned; Chicagoan Riding | 
Rods Injured. 


In a rear-end collision between a pas: 
senger and a freight train, both of th« 
Chicago & Alton Railroad, in Granite 
City, at 6:45 a. m. today, one man war 
killed and three men were injured. 

The passenger train crashed into th:: 
rear end of the freight in a heavy foxy 
as both were coming toward St. Louis. 
After the wreck the freight train caugh\ 
fire. 

John Travis, 46 years old, of Shipman. 
Ill., was pinned in the wreckage of the 
caboose and his body had been partly 
burned when it was taken out. 

Vv. R. Leonard of Des Moines, Io., a 
brakeman on the freight, was the most 
seriously injured. He was taken to St 
Elizabeth's Hospital, where it was found 
his back was wrenched. 

Carl Kingsley, a railroad employe oft 
duty and riding on the freight, was cut 
and bruised. 

Man “On Rods” Hurt, 

William Harvey of Chicago, who was 
beating his way, was riding on the rods 
on one of the freight cars. His legs 
and arms were bruised. 

No one on the passenger train was re- 
ported us being injured. 

lassenger Engineer F Diedrich of 
Bloomington jumped with his fireman 
and voth escaped injury. 

F. J. Ballz, engineer of the freight 
train, said he got a clear track signa! 
at Granite City and that he had been 
told the passenger engineer got the 
clear signal at Nameoki, sevéral miles 
north. Both trains should not have 
been permitted to be in the same block. 

Passenger Engineer Diedrich said the 
heavy fog prevented him from seeing 
the freight train until it was too late 
to stop. 

In the freight train of 32 cars were 18 
cars of hogs. They were at the forward 
end of the train and none of them was 
killed. Their squeals and cries of 
fright coming out of the dense fog 
caused early rescuers to belleve many 
persons had been buried under the 
wreckage. 

H. C. Deahl of Shipman, Ill., who had 
‘been on the passenger train, was the 
first to reach the burning caboose where 
Travis was pinioned. 

Deah! and Travis were schoolmates 
and lifelong friends. As he wept beside 
the pile of wreckage Deahl! told of his 
own remarkable escape from sharing 
Travis’ fate. Both had shipments f 
hogs in the freight train and Deah! said 
they had agreed to travel together :2 
the caboose and were about ready to 
start last night when his father-in-law 
objected to him traveling on the freight 
train and insisted he take the passenger. 
He said his father-in-law almost had to 
use force to induce him to do this. 

Tries te Rescue His Friend. 

So it turned out that Deah!] was a 
passenger on the train which killed his 
best friend. Before they separated at 
the »-” -ad station at Shipman last 
-" . Deahl and Travis exchanged 
wats, Deahl’s being heavier. He feared 
that his friend might feel the cold 
traveling in the freight caboose. 

When the collision occurred Deahi 
jumped from the second coach of the 
passenger train and ran ahead to where 
the caboose wae a burning mass of 
wreckage. Through the smoke and fog 
he caught a glimpse of Travis in the 
wrecked car. He frantically tugged at 
heavy timbers and called on bystand- 
ers to help him rescue his friend. Their 
efforts were unavailing. as they were 
driven back by the fire which was 
creeping closer and closer to the pin- 
foned man

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MORE CARS THAN 
NEEDED RUN HERE, 
ENGINEER ASSERTS 


Harrop Tells Public Service 
Commission United Rail- 
ways Service Is Adequate; 
Suggests “Car Filled” 
Signs; Caplan Says People 
Differ. 


James L. Harrop, chief engineer of 
the Missouri Public Service Commis- 
sion, whose report that the service 
of the United Railways is adequate 
to the needs of St. Louis, ‘s being 
attacked by business and civic or- 
ganization, testified this morning at 
the street railway hearing at the 
Planters Hotel that St. Louis has 
better service than most cities. 

Harrop, testifying before the com- 
mission, as an expert, said the ser- 
vice in St. Louis was better than the 
surface service of New York, Fhila- 
delphia, Minneapolis, St. Paul or Kan- 
sas City. He said this indicated that 
St. Louis had “pretty good street 
car service.” 

Caplan Says Residents Differ. 

Ephraim Caplan, attorney for the 
West End Business Men’s Association, 
told Harrop that about 750,090 cesi- 
dents of St. Louis differed with his 
view that street car service igs ade- 
quate. 

Harrop testified that he had not given 
consideration to express passenger serv 
ice, and that he did not believe sucr. 
service to be feasible on surface lines. 
He knew of no city where an express 
service was operated on surface lines, 
except Pittsburg, where one line was in 
operation. He did not know the condi- 
tiong there. 

Caplan attempted to get Harrop to say 
that express passenger service could be 
instatied on the Hodiamont life to the 
relief of crowded conditions on the Ho- 
diamont, Page and Olive linés., 

More Cars Than Necessary. 

Harrop said he could not say that ex- 
press service on the Hodiamont line 
would result in better service. 

Harrop followed this testimony with a 
statement which brought an expression 
of surprise from Commissioner Woer.- 
ner. Harrop said that on some lines 
the United Railways operated more cars 
than are necessary to take care of the 
traffic. 

“Do you mean to say,’ asked Woer- 
ner, “that more cars are run than nec- 
essary?” 

“Yes,” replied Harrop. 

“Oh, if people wait until cars are fillea 
up, there are more than enough Cars,’’ 
replied Woerner. 

This ended that line of questioning. 

Harrop advocated “car filled’ signs 
for cars which aré crowded. 

He believed it would be proper to close 
car doors when seats were filled, and 
there was one standing passenger for 
each four square feet of aisle and plat- 
form space, and that no additional pas- 
sengers be admitted. 

Commissioner Woerner asked how the 
public would like to have six or seven 
cars pass up passengers, and Harrop 
replied that he did not believe as many 
as five crowded cars would pass. 


Effect on Cars Bad. 
Attorney Morton Jourdan,

Circuit Judge Wurdeman at Clay- 
ton today told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that John Jackson Ce, who 
has been at liberty seven montis de- 
spite the Supreme Court’s dismissal 
of his appeal from a jail s2nteutice, 
would have to serve at least °0 days 
of his sentence. After that Cole will 
be paroled on his own motion, Juige 
Wurdeman said. 

The Post-Dispatch yesterday :x- 
clusively told that the mandate call 
ing for the imprisonment of Cole had 
been issued by the Supreme Court 
April 1 last, and that Cole had not 
been arrested.

Louis 
County Circuit Court, said they never 
had received the order. The *ecords 
of the court at Jefferson City show 
that the mandate was mailed to 
Wolff April 15. 

Meanwhile Cole had gone to Ar- 
kansas, where he is now believed to 
be farming. 

Judge Wurdeman today told Cc. L 
Wolff, clerk of his court, to send to 
Jefferson City atonce for the certified 
copy of the Cole mandate. When this is 
received the Sheriff will be given a 
capias calling for the immedia‘e ar- 
rest of Cole. If Cole cannot be found 
in the jurisdiction of the Sherift a 
scire facias writ will be issved on 
the bondsmen of Cole, who will be 
compelled to produce Cole or forfeit 
the $2000 bond which was filed at 
the time of the appeal. The tond is 
signed by Charles A. Autenra:th, 
Fred Essen, Republican boss of St. 
Louis County, and Amedee B. Cole of 
3705 Lindell boulevard, father of 
John Jackson Cole. 

Judge Wurdeman today, as on yes- 
terday, was asked by a Post-Dispatch 
reporter if he had any recollection of 
the mandate. He replied ne had 
never seen the order, but that Arthur 
N. Sager, Progressive nominee for 
United States Senator and attorney 
for Cole, had told him that the ap- 
peal had been dismissed .t his 
(Sager’s) motion. 

Cole was convicted Jan. 27, 1913, on 
a charge of assault with intent to 
kill upon Oliver Heimbuecher of 
Kirkwood.

Government may try to disassociate itself from the action of its

Turkey is the tenth country to be drawn into the European war, and her 
action is expected to bring the remaining Balkan nations into the struggle.

She 
has been making military preparations for some time. With these countries 
involved, Sweden, Norway, Denmark, Spain, Holland and Switzerland would be 
the only European nations remaining at peace, inasmuch as ee already 
virtually has cast her lot with the allies. 

With Turkey taking up the German cause, the lineup now ‘fas France, 
Great Britain, Russia, Belgium, Servia, Montenegro and Japan against Ger- 
many, Austria-Hungary and Turkey. 


Russian Gunboat Sunk at Odessa 

BORDEAUX, Oct. 30.—It was announced officially here today 
that two Turkish torpedo boat destroyers entered the port of 
Odessa on the Black Sea yesterday and sank a Russian gunboat, 
They also inflicted damage on the French liner Portugal. 


Russia to Wage a Defensive Campaign; — 
Turkish Ambassador Surprised at War 


PETROGRAD, via London, Oct. 30.—In the highest official 
sources here it is stated that Russia views the action of Turkey in 
bombarding two unfortified Russian ports without a declaration of 
war as infinitely more important to England than to Russia on ac- 
count of the English communications with India and her position 
in Egypt. Although Russia, it is stated, now has a new war on her 
hands, her policy will not be one of general aggression against 
Turkey, but merely a defense of her own interests in the Black 
Sea. It is pointed out that the allies previously had guaranteed 
the integrity of Turkey only if she remained neutral. 

Farahdine Bey, the Turkish Ambassador here, said last night: 

‘‘T have no instructions from Constantinople, communication now betmy _ 
cut, and have heard nothing from Russian newspapers about Turkey begin- 
ning war. I am now in the hands of the Russian Government, whose instrue- 
tions I am awaiting. 

‘‘I am sorry that my labors to improve the relations of the two coun- 
tries has had so disastrous ending.

Turkey Has 300,000 
Soldiers, 3 Battle 
Ships, 4 Cruisers 


WASHINGTON, Oct. B. 

HE full war stfeneth of *Tur- 

key’s army is 300,000 trained 

men, according to statistics 
here, but it is believed that there 
are also about 400,000 irregulars, 
some of whom have joined the 
army, while the rest are ready to 
do so. 

The regular army is composed of 
13 army corps, most of which are 
in Turkey in Asia. The infantry is 
said to be the strongest branch, 
because the artillery lost many 
guns during the Balkan war. 

Turkey’s navy consists of three 
battleships, four cruisers, three 
torpedo gunboats, 10 destroyers, 10 
torpedo boats, 28 small gunboats, 
a coast defense ship and some aux- 
iliary craft. The battleships are 
old, and none has guns larger than 
1l inches. Two of the four cruisers 
are the Goeben and Breslau, re- 
cently obtained from Germany. The 
10 destroyers range from 266 to 
610 tons, and from 2% to 35 knots, 
four being of this highest speed. 
The 10 torpedo boats Fange from 
124 to 167 tons, and are of 26 and 
27 Knots in speed. The oldest was 
laid in 1901. The 28 small gunboats 
range from 185 to 502 tons.

Bradley, who has been a foreman of

for the company, called at his house 
and told him the company had a surplus 
of 370,000 and had for several years 
paid 7 per cent dividends on preferred 
stock and 6 per cent on common, had a 
food cash balance in the bank and 
owned a large amount of real estate 
that was virtually unincumbered. 

Matthews, he says, induced him to go 
to Everett Davis, former president of 
the company. Davis told him, he says, 
that the company owned all of Mary- 
land Terrace, in St. Louis County, and 
took him out to see it. All the company 
owed on it, he says Davis told him, was 
$50,000 to George Warren Brown. He

deed of .trust, he says. 

It was agreed, Bradley alleges, that

HILE of course, I have no 

W intimate knowledge of af- 

fairs in St. Louis, I know 

in a general way what her prob- 

lem is, because we have it here, 

and are trying to bring about a 

remedy through the constitutional 

convention to be held in April of 
next year. 

Home rule is the remedy we 
are seeking for New York and for 
the other cities of the State. The 
best example I can cite is the 
home rule recently conferred on 
the cities of Ohio by the Consti- 
tution of 1912. The right of a 
people of a city to govern their 
own affairs is the essence of po- 
litical democracy. 

This should include the right 
of cities to adopt and amend their 
own charters and enact laws reg- 
ulating their own local affairs; 
the right to exercise all powers 
of local seif-government and to 
adopt and enforce within their 
own limits such local police, san- 
itary and other similar regula- 
tions as local experience may 
demonstrate are wise and neges- 
sary; the right to control the or- 
ganization and budget of all mu- 
nicipal departments, and the right 
of autonomy as to the policy to 
be pursued in relation to the 
franchise control, ownership or 
operation of public utilities and 
similar matters of local concern. 

But most of all, a city like St. 
Louis should be permitted to 
work out its destiny, unham- 
pered and unimpeded by the 
jealousy or shortsightedness of 
rural legislators, and to free itself 
utterly from the danger of the 
grip of the political boss which 
has so often used a Legislature 
to strangle the vital.interests of 
the people of the cities. . 

The Post-Dispatch cannot go 
wrong in advocating home rule 
for St. Louis, for in making such 
a fight it is striving for the 
greatest aid any city can have in 
developing its resources and po- 
sition in the nation and the 

world.

Government has arranged for a war 
loan of $10,000,000 with the National City 
Bank and other New York banking in- 
stitutions. It was learned today that 
all the money thus loaned is to be used 
in the purchase of war supplies in this 
country. There will be no public offer- 
ing of the notes, all of whigh will be re- 
tnined by the bankers making the loan 
The loan, it is reported, is to run nine 
months, and the collateral is to be 6 
per cent treasury notes of the French 
Government, issued for this period. The 
interest is reported to be 56% per cent. 
The National City Bank has loaned 
$2,000,000 to Norway, and Switzerland 
has sought to obtain a loan here. The 
question of loans to warring powers 
was taken up at Washington by J. P.

Prince Louis of Battenberg, Re- 
lated to Kaiser, Quits Navy 
Because of Gossip. 


By Associated Press. 

LONDON, Oct. 30.—The morning news- 
papers in editorials dealing with the 
resignation of Admiral Prince Louis 
of Battenberg as first sea lord of the 
Admiralty, without exception express 
great sympathy with the Pririce and 
regret over the unfortunate cireum- 
stances which deprive the country of 
his valuable services. At the same time 
the newspapers generally think that 
Prince Louis has taken the right step. 

The appointment of Baron Fisher, Ad- 
miral of the fleet, to succeed Prince 
Louis of Battenberg, as First Sea Lord 
of the Admiralty, was announced offi- 
clally by the Press Bureau today. 

Fisher’s Appointment Pleases, 

The Times in an editorial protesting 
against what it terms the unjust cam- 
paisn which has driven Prince Louis 
from his post, says: 

“The fact that his resignation follows 
the news of Prince Maurice of Batten. 
berg’s death should be sufficient to kill, 
ence for all,.the suggestions involved 
in the malignant scandal. 

“The appointment of Lord Fisher as 
First Sea Lord of the Admiralty will 
undoubtedly meet with national ap- 
proval. It puts in the position a man 
who more than any other is the creator 
ef the British battle fleet of today and 
who stands to the navy in something 
of the same relation as does Lord Kitch- 
ener to the army.” 

Announcement of the resignation of 
Prince Louis, against whom there had 
been much idle gossip because of his 
Austrian origin, was made last night in 
the court circular which recorded that 
the Prince had been received in audience 
by the King on relinquishing his ap- 
rcintment. The King appointed the 
Prince a member of the Privy Council. 

Prince Louis of Battenberg, although 
vorn in Austria, came to England as a 
boy and was naturalized in 1868, when 
he Was 14 years old. His rise in the 
navy from that time was slower than 
of most cadets, for he had been in 
-the navy 23 years before he was pro- 
moted to a captaincy, and it was an- 
ctner 13 years before he became a Rear.

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HORSES FOR WAR 
SUUGHT HERE AT 


British and French Officers Al- 
ready HdVe Purchased 7000 
at Stockyards. 


Orders for about $700,000 worth of har- 

ness and saddles for the British army 
have been placed with St. Louis harness 
and saddliery firms. The order includes 
about 9000 sets of heavy artillery harness 
for siz-horse teams, with three saddles 
to each set, and an extra order for 4000 
saddles. 
The contract price for the harness is 
$300 a set and for the saddles $2.50. The 
orders placed here are part of the order 
for 20,000 sets that has been placed in 
this country. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter learned at 
the National Stockyards in East St. 
Louis today that the French army of- 
ficers already have purchased 4500 
horses in that market and the British 
army officers. 2500. Horses are being 
fought at the rate of 200 a day, but the 
supply does not meet the demand. 

Army agents also are purchasing heav- 

ily in Kansas City, Springfield, Mo., and 
other pvints in Missouri and Southera 
Illinois. According’ to reports in busi- 
ness circles, the officers of the British, 
French and Russian Governments in 
St. Louis have been instructed to pur- 
chase 20,000 horses in Missouri and IIli- 
nolis. 
The horse dealers at the National 
Stockyards said that the prices that 
have been paid heretofore very from $130 
to $170. For the cavalry, horses from 5 
to 8 years old are wanted—fat, stocky, 
thick necked and heavy limbed animals. 
No gray horses will be accepted. 

For the artillery, horses are wanted 
between 15% and 16% hands high, well 
built, but not necessarily so fat as for 
the cavalry. 

It ig expected the agents of the Eu- 
ropean armies will buy every horse in 
Missouri and illinois, which meets the 
requirements, that is offered for sale. 
It is said the agents expect to pay as 
high as $270. for some of the horses to 
fill the last order for 40,000 animals. 

Many Horses Already Shipped. 

Most of the horses that have been 
bought, already have been shipped 
and some of them probably are in 
action on the battlefields. Great 
numbers of horses have been kill 
in the batles, and it is necessary 
keep the supply replenished ° fro 
America. 

’ In addition to horses, all sorts of war 
supplies are being bought in St. Louis 
and other cities throughout the country. 
Hundreds of thousands of barrels of 
flour have been purchased, and big or- 
ders for shoes have been placed with 
local factories. 

Capt. Hawkins of the United States 
army bought a carload of horses in East. 
St. Louis today. These horses will be 
used in the American army.

As a result of these reports Sir 
Cecil gave out the following state- 
ments: 
“The United States Government, of 
course, has a right to issue what reg- 
ulations it thinks fit, and foreien 
Powers have no reason to complain. 
In New York, the regulation has been 
in effect for some time. 

Why Shippers Complained. 
“The publication of a manifesto is 
not a usual practice and depends 
solely on local customs in different 
countries. Nothing in the regulations 
prevent the Consuls of neutral coun- 
tries from communicating to Consuls 
of belligerents, as is now done, de- 
tails as to destination of contraband, 
or the intention of the neutral gov- 
ernment in regard to embargoes.” 
Officials of the State Department said 
that the order was issued because of 
complaints made by American shippers 
that the publication of the manifests 
gave publicity to a part of their trade 
secrets. 
They explained that competitors were 
given an opportunity to locate the mar- 
kets and the demand for various classes 
of products by merely reading the man- 
ifest, and this was likely to cause hard- 
ship to the shippers. 
The impression prevailed today that 
the order probably would result In a 
hold-up, temporarily, of many Americar. 
vessels, but that as soon as the British 
naval commanders boarded the ships 
and looked over the manifests the ques- 
tions concerning contraband could be 
settled and the voyages continued with- 
out great delay. 
Asks Report on Holding of Ships. 
Acting Secretary of State Lareing to- 
dav ordered the American Consul at 
Gibraltar to make a rep<:t on the rea- 
sons that prompted the British author- 
itles to detain the vessels San Giovanni 
and Regina d'Italia. These ~essels, 
which were held up yesterday. like the 
Kroonland, which was detained Wednes- 
day, have consignments of copper from 
the United States for ports in Italy and 
Greece. 

The Department has not been advised 
whether the British authorities question 
the transfer of registry or the final des- 
tination of the cargoes. Officials of the 
State Department, although without 
first-hand informa ion, t expressed 
the opinion that tue ships were held up 
because their papers failed to show ex- 
pileitly that the final destination was 
Italy and Greece.

L. F. Padberg Tells Brewery Secrets i in Testifying 
in Company’s $100,000 Suit Against 
Credit Men’s Officials.

IT COSTS $2.52 TO MAKE A BARREL 
OF BEER. 

This, at least, has been the cost to 

the Mutual Brewing Co., according to 
testimony given by the company’s pres)- 
dent, Lorenz F. Padberg, before Special 
Commissioner Ernest Green, in the law 
offices of Holland, Rutledge & Lashly. 
in the Central National Bank Building, 
yesterday afternoon. 
After wtating the cost of production, 
4 Padberg added: “I see the press is rep- 
resented here and I wouldn't like tu 
have anything said about this in the 
papers.” 

Tesgtiifes in $100,000 Suit. 
Padberg was testifying in the Mutual 
Brewing Co.'s $100,000 suit against offi- 
cials of the St. Louis Credit’ Men's As- 
sociation on the ground that they in- 
jured the company by inducing creditors 
to file an involuntary petition in bank- 
ruptcy against it. He was cross-exam- 
ined by J. M. Lashly, of counsel for 
the defense. 

For nearly three hours the brewer 
matched his wits against the lawyer's, 
but he finally was induced to tell what 
he knew about the rinancial side of the 
brewery business. His statements as tt 
cost were based on conditions as they 
existed before the extra war tax of 6 
cents a barrel was imposed and before 
the bankruptcy petition was filed. 

In stating that $2.52 was the cost of a 
barrel of beer, he said that was the 
actual cost of production and did no; 
include the revenue tax, which formerly 
added $1 to the cost, nor the new war 
tax, which now adds © cents extra to it, 
making the present cost, including the 
tax, $4.02. 

Bottled Beer Shipped in Barrels. 
The tax is imposed on the beer in 


Tbulk before it is sold in barrels or bot- 


tled. It is added to the selling ‘price o! 
the beer and is not therefore an addi- 
tion to the brewers’ actual @&st of pro- 
duction. 

Much of the bottled beer shipped out 
of town is packed in barrels, with 10 to 
12 dozen bottles in a barrel, Padber. 
said. As the barrels and bottles are 
returned, they are not figured in th: 
cost. One barrel of draft beer, he said. 
contains enough to fill three barrels o° 
beer in bottles. The actual cost of pro- 
ducing a barrel of beer for shipment in 
bottles, he said, is $2.72, the extra pay) 
cents being the cost of paper cartons 
which are not returned. 

Padberg said the draft beer, produced 
at a manufacturing cost of $2.52, was 
sold at two different prices. Many of 
the brewery’s saloon keeper customers 
are stockholders in the brewery. These 


paid $% a berrel for draft beer when 
the tax was $l. Other customers, whom 
he described as “outsiders,” were re- 
quired to pay 8 a barrel. The sew §- 
cent war tax has been added to these 
prices. 


Does Sum ita Arithmetic. 

Stockholders, he’ said, pay $10 a bar- 
rel for bottle beer, while “outsiders” 
pay $11.25. 

The company, he said, also ships a 
product known as ‘“‘near-beer,” in bot- 
tles at an average price of $8.00 a barrel. 
This is a decoction which is not classed 
as an intoxicant, because it contains 
less than 2% per cent of aicohol. 

Attorney Lashly proposed a sum in 
arithmetic which puzzled Padberg, and 
caused him to admit he didn't know the 
answer. Padberg had testified that the 
average price received by the brewery 
for draft beer was $5.12 a barrel, and the 
average price received for heer sold in 
bottles was a little more than $10 a bar- 
rel. 

“Then,” asked Lashly, “what is the 
average price which you receive for 
your beer?’ 


“That's the Way It Is.” 

“It's $5.10 a barrel,”’ replied Padberg. 

“How can that be,” said Lashly, 
“when you've just said the average 
price received for your lowest priced 
product is $5.12 and for your highest 
product about $10? How can you get an 
average which is lower than the small- 
est factor?” 

After some thought, Padberg replied: 
‘Well, I don’t know how it is, but that’? 
the way itis. I’m telling you what I 
know. I guess maybe it's because we 
sell much more draft beer than bottle 
beer. We sell our bottle beer to St. 
T.ouls saloonkeepers at 90 cents a case 
and dun’t make as much money on it as 
when we ship it in barrels. 

Price of Beer in the Bottle. 

There are 24 bottles in a case of beer. 
At this price the saloonkeeper pays 3% 
cents a bottle. He sells it over the bar 
at 10 cents a bottle. At some hotels and 
cafes it costs 15 cents. Saloon keepers 
sell a case of “warm beer’ of 2% bot- 
tles for $1.20. 

Lashly attempted to show that the 
reason for the seemingiy paredoxical 
answer to his question about the av- 
erages was that to some favored cus- 
tomers the brewery sells beer at an ex- 
tremely low price. 

In answer to a question along this 
line Padberg said the brewery had 
agreed to sell large quantities of bot- 
tled beer at 2 cents a dozen bottles 
to Rosenfeld Bro. at Council Bluffs. 
Io., and had agreed to sell near-beer ty 
the same firm at 22% cents a dozen bot- 
tles. 


Rice, it was stated authoritatively that 
Great Britain probably would release 
the vessels.

LAW PRORIBITING 
SALOON NEAR TD 
CHURCH A MYTH 


A diligent search by lawyers and offi- 
clals for a phantom law prohibiting sa- 
loons within 30 feet of churches and 
public sehools has falied to disclose any- 


thing further than a statute forbidding 
a saloon within five miles of the State 
University. 

The only city ordinance resembling 
this law, according to Excise Commis- 
sioner Anderson, is one prohibiting sa- 
loons within 500 feet of Forest, O’Falion. 
Tower Grove, Lafayette or Carondele‘ 
parks. Even this ordinance would not 
be effective, Anderson says, tn the face 
of a mandatory saloon petition, based 
on a State act which supercedes a city 
ordinance: 

Louls Schmidt, president of the Lieder- 
kranz Club, located within 800 feet of 
Tower Grove Park, called upon Ander- 
son to determine if that ordinance would 
prohibit the issuance of a license to the 
club, now that the Supreme Court has 
ruled all clubs must have a license in 
order to sell liquor. Anderson said a 
mandatory petition filed by the club 
would insure them a license, and 
Schmidt agreed to submit the names of 
two-thirds of the qualified signers to 
make his petition mandatory. 

There has been a “rumor in circu- 
lation’ among police, lawyers and pub- 
lic officials, as well as ordinary citi- 
zens, to the effect that saloons were 
once, if not now, prohibited within 300 
feet of churches or schools. Anderson 
searched the statutes and the city codes 
without discovering such a law, and 
lawyers to whom he appealed have 
found no trace of it

Declares Canadian Competition 
Has Been Costly to the 
American Farmer.

KIRKSVILLE, Mo., Oct. 30,—Thomas 


{ 5. Akins of St. Louis, Republican can- 


didate for United States Senator, who 
has toured most of the State, delivered 
his “Back to Prosperity’’ speech here 
this afternoon. He will speak tonight 
at Macon. 

The keynote of Akins’ speech was an 
attack on the tariff law enacted by the 
Democratic Congress, and signed by 
President Wilson. He asserted that the 
new tariff laws has had a destructive 
effect on business, and has thrown 
2,000,000 men out of employment. He 
also)6€6Ccharged)6=6 (lh othat=3«€6the”§6 | 6hUltariff§= sis 
detrimental] to the interests of the 
American farmers. He said in part: 

‘What right has the foreign producer 
to American markets? What right has 
the Canadian farmer, who is a subject 
of the British Government, to sell his 
produ¢ts in competition with the prod- 
ucts of our own people? Under Re- 
publican tariff laws, before he could 
sell his wheat in competition with the 
wheat of the American farmer, hé was 
compelled to pay a duty of 2 cents 
per bushel. A duty was levied on oats 
of 15 cents per bushel, on potatoes, 25 
cents per bushel, on horses, $30 per 
head if valued at $150 or less; if above 
$150, @ per cent ad valorem. He was 
compelled to pay a duty of 27% per 
cent before, he could sell his fat cattle 
in American markets. Under the pres- 
ent tariff law he enters the markets 
at Chicago or Buffalo and sells his fat 
cattle, raised on land worth from $8 to 
$12 per acre in competition with the cat- 
tie of our own country where the land 
is, worth from $50 to $100 per acre. Is 
this giving the American farmer a fair 
chance?

r “When you contemplate the fact that 
every article produced by the Ameri- 


present tariff bill, it is astonishing that 
any farmer of any political faith would 
again support the Congressmen and Sen- 
ators who have assisted in making this 
free trade measure. 

‘‘We would imagine that the chivalry 
which Democratic Congressmen and 
Senators entertain for the fair sex 
would cause them to spare at least the 
poultry products of the country in 
which the American housewife is so 
deeply interested.

tariff commission on whose recommen- 
dation schedules may be revised without 
affecting business. A tariff too high 
furnishes a shelter for monopoly, and a 
tariff too low brings disastrous com- 
| petition, hence the importance of a tariff 
comrmisston. 

“IT think that you will conclude with 
me that the tariff question is the most 
important problem in American politics 
today. It is so far-reaching in its ef- 
fects that it affects every business man 
of every description—every manufac- 
turer,,every farmer, and every laborer. 
My observation has been that we have 
ideal business conditions when labor is 
employed at femunerative wages, and 
when our farmers are receiving a fair 
price for their products. 

“The 9,000,000 men who gell their labor 
in this country are the farmers’ best 
customers.

Commerce Commission Decision

WASHINGTON, Oct. 90.—Freight rates 
throughout what is known as “South- 
eastern territory’’—east of the Missis- 
sippi and south of the Potomac and 
Ohio vers—were generally readjusted 
today by a decision of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission. 

The decision, supplemental] to one an- 
nounced several months ago, concern- 
ing operation of the long-and,short-hau! 
law, with respect to class and commod- 
ity rates from all sections of the coun- 
try to destinations in the South Atlan- 


tic and Gulf States, authorized the car- 
riers in most Instances, under specified 
restrictions, to continue existing class 
and commodity rates, which, in most 
instances, are higher to intermediate 
points than to the more distant points. 
Rates, on beth class and commodity 
freight, from New York and the East 
generally, from St. Louis and Chicago 
and from all Ohio River crossings, in- 
cluding Louieville and Cincinnati, to and 
from points in the South Atlantic and 
Guif States, are affected. 

In most instances existing rates are 
authorized in which there are technical 
violations of the long-and-short-haul 
provision, but in five specific instances 
the commission declined to grant higher 
rates from the northern and eastern 
points to intermediate destinations than 
to the more distant points. The decision 
is effective April 1, 1915.

Wade Explains Amended Plan for 
Cotten Loans. 

Southern bankers are to furnish one- 
fourth of the $100,000,000 cotton loan 
fund, according to Festus J. Wade's ex- 
planation of a digest of the amended 
plan which has been approved by the 
Federal Reserve Board. 

A planter who wants to borrow on his. 
cotton is to go to his banker and ne- 
gotiate a loan on the ‘basis of 6 cents a 
pound, with the cotton as security. He 
is to make his note for the total amount 
of the loan. His banker will advance 
one-fourth of the amount, for which he 
will take a Class B certificate. The 
banker will then obtain from the cot- 
ton loan fund for the planter the other 
three-fourths of the amount, against 
which will be issued a Class A certifi- 
cate. 

No definite subscription to any fund 
is to be asked of the South. - Each bank 
under the plan, will finance its own 
customers 7 

Both classes of certificates will be ne- 
gotiable, and can be i8posed of by the 
banks in any manner they see fit.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 30.—Anticipating 
a volume of parcel mai] during the 
Christmas season that will eclipse all 
records, Postmaster-General Burleson 
today sent to postmasters instructions 
regarding the handling of packages. 

In order to prevent congestion in 
postoffice lobbies, postmasters are asked 
te urge the public to obtain, in ad- 
vance, the tags. which must be filled 
out and attached to insured C. OO. D. 
and registered parcels. The address 
of the sender of packages must appear 
on the face of the package, preferably 
in the upper left-hand cornér. 

All parcels must be presented at the 
postoffice window or given to rural car-

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CITIZENS INDORSE 
‘PARKWAY PLAN AT 
PUBLIC HEARING 


Speakers Praise Idea Before 
Public Improvement Com- ' 
mittee of the House. 


DIFFER ON COST QUESTION 


Some Favor Assessment Against 
Benefited Property While 
Others Want City to Pay. 


Unanimous approval of the traffic 
parkway idea was voice~ vy speakers 
last night at a public hearing before 


the Public Improvements Committee of 
the House of Delegates. 

Many speakers objected to various 
Plans of assessing the cost of the park 
way, estimated at $7,000,000 or $8,000,000 
by the City Plan Commission, especially 
those with property close by, who ob- 
jected to a small benefit district paying 
the bulk of the cost. 

Walter B. Stevens, secretary of the 
City Plan Commission, today said: ‘‘The 
unanimity of sentiment in favor of a 
parkway was very gratifying to the 
City Plan Commission, which labored 
more than two years to perfect a plan. 
It is but natural that differences of 
opinion will crop out as to how the cost 
should be assessed against those who 


j are benefitted. Some think the entire 


city should pay this cost, some favor 
a restricted benefit district and others 
think the cost should be divided be- 
tween the neighboring property that is 
especially benefitted and the city as a 
whole.’ 


, Increased Kansas City Values. 
The experience of Kansas City may 


be taken as a reliable guide by St. 
Louis in assessing the cost,’ said Ste- 
vens. ‘“‘Kansas City has constructed be- 
tween 30 and 40 miles of boulevards at 
a cost of about $12,000,000, and has had 
time to see the effects of this great 
work. An investigation was made by a 
board of appraisers five years after the 
boulevard construction began and it was 
found that property in the benefit dis- 
tricts had enhanced in value 50 per 
cent on the average, and in some cases 
had increased in value As much as 183 
per cent. The property which bore the 
cost Was amply rewarded for the out- 
lay.”’ 

Stevens said the system of assessment 
n Kansas City was to divide the city intu 
at first four and finally six districts, in 
each of which the improvements were 
charged to the benefitted property on a 


{graduated scale, beginning at the boule- 


vards and decreasing to the boundaries 
of the district. The city had reached 
the limit of its bonded indebtedness and 
had no surplus in the treasury when 
the boulevard was planned. It there- 
fore was decided to put all the cost on 
the property affected, in the shape of 
«a special tax graduated according to 
proximity to the boulevards. 

Park Commissioner Davis said the re- 
ception of the parkway plan last night 
was vastly more encouraging than that 


|| which attended the first public hearing 


at Kansas City about 15 years ago, wher 
the boulevard plan wes broached. 

‘The commissioners who proposed the 
Kansas City boulevard plan were almost 
lynched a the first public hearing by 
the alarmed citizens, who thought they 


jforesaw confiscation of their property 


as the price of the new proposal,”’ said 
Davis. ‘“‘Last year I attended a hearing 
at Kansas City on another boulevard 
proposal, and every one present was fa- 
vorable to it, having learned by ex- 
perience that boulevards, although the; 
cost money, increase values far beyond 
their cost and are not a burden. St. 
Louis has the benefit of Kansas City's 
experience and its citizens need feel no 
alarm.’’ 

Bond Issue rossible. 
The St. Louis parkway, under the 
terms of the pending bill, may be paid 
for entirely by special assessment 
against property in a benefit district, 
or partly by this method and partly by 
the city through a bond issue or apro- 
priations from general revenue. 

The bill provides; in accordance 
with the new charter, that when 
condemnation proceedings are :insti- 
tuted to an ordinance, the Circuit 
Court or one of its jydges in vaca- 
tion, shall appoint three commission- 
ers to determine the value of the 
property condemned, fix the boun- 
daries of a benefit district and «sess 
the benefits against each parcel of 
property in the district. 

Under this plan, after oenefits 
have been assessed against the prop- 
erty that will be especially enhanced 
in value, the balance of cost «iil be 
charged against the city. Such a 
balance could be paid by apropriation 
from the general reveneu fund or if 
desired, might be paid by the pro- 
ceeds of a bond issue.

that they have had outstanding for 
three months. 

“In most cases the banks would have 
been willing to continue the loans, but 
borrowers preferred to take them up, 
and did so in instances where the rate 
Was considered goo high. 

“Other borrowers, on being asked to 
put up more margin, paid off the loans 
and so closed the transaction. 

“There were several corporations in 
the market for accommodation, and 
while the banks were not willing to en- 
ter upon long contracts of this kind, the 
situation showed that it was much eas- 
ler to secure large advances than it 
was a few weeks ago. There was little 
change in the market for sterling bills, 
and checks on London were again
